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Calls to re-think car 
park development

DORCHESTER’S long history of delay in building 
shops on the town’s Charles Street car park is likely 
to rumble on a little longer. 

There are again calls for changes to the development 
to include less shopping and more homes. 

Meanwhile changes are also being proposed at the 
town centre’s other major development, Brewery 
Square. 

Since the late 1970s developers of the Charles Street 
site have come and gone - many with long memories 
will recall MEPC and the controversy of the compul¬ 
sory purchase of a house in the street, and subsequent 
demolition. 

Others will remember the plans for a bus station 
there and the arguments over the decision to cut 
through the Walks and provide a new road alongside 
what is now the district council’s new South Walks 
House HQ. 

Now the current developers, Simons, have re-ap¬ 
plied for planning permission because the agreement 
for the previous scheme has run out. 

It might be seen as little more than a paper exercise

BRICK, lime and stone specialist Nicholas West 
grew up in the Kent village of Shorne. 

Training in brickwork, he has spent the last 25 
years mastering the skills required to work with 
traditional brickwork. 

While living in New Zealand, he decided to 
move half way round the world to the live in 
Bridport after visiting on market day and being 
smitten by the town. He lives with his partner of 
17 years Louise, their daughters Poppy, Ruby 
and Emerald, and dog Mr Duke. 


• HOW did you start in the business of restoring 
buildings? 

When I started college I worked on Sevenoaks Manor 
in Kent and was fascinated by the garden walls built 
from lime mortar and saw they were still standing the 
test of time. From that point I wanted to understand 
more about old traditional masonry and the use of lime 
mortar. I realised that old properties are very unique 
and have their own story. 

• WHAT makes you love your work? 

I have a real creative and artistic flare so restoration just 
seems the perfect thing to stimulate the mind. I seem 
to have this talent where I am able to visualise the end 
result. There is always something different to learn and 
discover every day - the art is trying to perfectly match 
the workmanship of the tradesmen before us. Also, it's 
the realisation that I am preserving our heritage. I can 
honestly say I love it with a passion. 

• WHAT kind of problems do you find with old 
buildings and how do you deal with them? 

One of the most difficult issues with restoring is when 
an attempt has been made by someone who has no 
time or passion or understanding for this kind work. 
Simple materials need a simple solution. 

• WHAT is the most interesting building you have 
worked on, and why? 

The most interesting building I've worked on is Leeds 
castle, voted the most beautiful in the world. But in all 
honestly the most intriguing work I do is when I have a 
client who is as enthusiastic as I am about their home 
and understands what I am doing. 

• WHAT made you move to New Zealand? 

The lifestyle, the great outdoors, and to give my chil¬ 
dren a fairy tale childhood where they could walk 
around barefoot. I also thought it would be a great 
place to use my skills to create new quirky properties 
in such a beautiful natural backdrop. 



• HOW did you discover Bridport? 

My friend Jill moved to Broadwindsor and she started 
telling us how great the area was with its friendly at¬ 
mosphere, markets, music cafes, great coastline, 
beaches, quirky people, festivals, etc. all topped off with 
beautiful Dorset properties. So I went for a visit. 

I knew from the moment I went to Bridport and 
bought old tools in the market that had I found the 
place where I and my family would move half way 
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round the world to live. On my second visit I bought an 
amazing thatched cottage. Never have I been anywhere 
where I had the feeling of passion for the will to live 
there. I'd like to thank Jill and the oldest butchers in 
Britain - but that's another story. 

• WHAT will you miss about New Zealand? 

The weather, the perfect climate, just the sheer beauty 
of the place, water holes, crystal clear seas and rivers, 
stunning sunsets. But nothing that's not already in 
Dorset. I'll also miss Watties beans. 


• WHAT will you be glad to see the back of? 

Nothing. I feel blessed to have lived there. I just missed 
the history that the UK holds. 

• TELL us about that hat festival hat... 

The hat was a last minute thing. It took me three 
evenings and I started it on the Wednesday before the 
festival. It weighed about 10kg and was about two and 
half feet tall. It was made from real brick which I cut into 
miniature bricks glued to polystyrene and fixed with tile 
achieve and pointed in lime mortar. 

The idea behind it was to make people laugh. I hoped 
it would inspire people to make a hat for the next festi¬ 
val and give me a chance to meet locals. I loved every 
minute and just had a ball as well earning sore shoul¬ 
ders. 

• WHAT is your earliest memory? 

Being in France trying to sit in my well taped-up card¬ 
board box in the sea with the thought of just bobbing 
around whilst reading my the Aristocat's book. I just 
could not understand why I was sinking. 

• WHAT has life taught you? 

Nature rules and we should live in harmony with it. The 
UK is one of the best places to live in the world, and 
nothing comes close to British humour. How history 
plays a great part in who we are. Also, laugh and never 
forget to stop. And life shorter than you think so use 
every day. Work to live not live to work.

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Council unveil plans for'better future' 


A PLAN to boost the economy has been launched. 

It sets out four draft priorities that will help West 
Dorset and Weymouth & Portland become more pros¬ 
perous. 

These include attracting better paid jobs, making town 
centres more vibrant, supporting businesses and improv¬ 
ing infrastructure like transport and broadband. 

These targets have been set out in the joint “Priorities 
for Economic Growth Plan”, which has this month been 
backed by West Dorset District Council and Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Council. It was drawn-up after 
asking businesses for their views and will be shaped by 
ongoing talks with them. A detailed delivery plan for 
2014 onwards is currently being developed. 

The plan will now be considered by business leaders 
at the Dorset Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP). It is 
hoped that Weymouth & Portland and West Dorset’s pri¬ 


orities will be included in their Dorset Growth Strategy. 

This Dorset-wide strategy will be used by the private- 
sector-led partnership to negotiate for a share of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s £2 billion Local Growth Fund. 

Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset District Council, 
said: “Increasing economic prosperity in West Dorset is 
a top priority. Increasing the number of better paid jobs 
is vital, which is why we are working to attract compa¬ 
nies interested in moving here, securing sites for devel¬ 
opment and supporting existing businesses.” 

Ian Munro-Price, Economic Development Briefholder 
at Weymouth & Portland Borough Council, said: “Set¬ 
ting priorities that show how we can improve our eco¬ 
nomic prosperity is very important. Weymouth and 
Portland is a fantastic place to do business and improv¬ 
ing our economy is a top priority. 

“Now is the time for us to capitalise on massive infra¬ 


structure improvements, like the relief road, and do all 
we can to attract more businesses and better paid jobs to 
our borough.” 

The Dorset Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) will be 
drawing up its Dorset Growth Strategy this autumn. The 
Government has confirmed that £2 billion will be avail¬ 
able nationally for 2015/16 from the Local Growth Fund. 
The Dorset LEP has also been allocated 47.3 million 
Euros over seven years from 2014-2020 to boost the 
county’s economy. 

The West Dorset District Council and Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council’s “Priorities for Economic 
Growth” plan is available to view online by visiting -

The plan was approved by Weymouth & Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council on September 3rd and by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council on September 10th.

Planning permission runs out for car park development

- but critics are again calling for 
the project to be re-thought with 
what they see as little hope of a 
shopping scheme ever taking place. 

Simons say they are still commit¬ 
ted to the scheme and is continuing 
to invest time and money in making 
progress. 

Their application, for Phase 2 of 
the development, includes applica¬ 
tion to demolish the existing church 
which will be moved to Trinity 
Street, largely paid for by the district 
council. 

The authority has put aside more 
than £2million for this and other as¬ 
pects of the Phase 2 application. 

The first phase has been completed 
and comprises of the district council 
offices, library and learning centre 


and a new layout for the car park ad¬ 
jacent to the building. 

Now Dorchester independent 
councillor Alistair Chisholm sug¬ 
gests that the company might like to 
now look again at whether the 
£60million development is feasible 
in the current economic climate. 

His ideas include adding more af¬ 
fordable housing to the plan and 
looking again at Roman and pre- 
Roman ruins, which lie underneath 
the car park. It is known that a 
Roman bath lies under the adjoining 
Woollaston Field car park. 

Mr Chisholm argues that more 
could be made of these potential at¬ 
tractions, which would bring more 
visitors to Dorchester. 

West Dorset District Council 
leader, Robert Gould, says the re¬ 


publication of the Phase 2 applica¬ 
tion does mean that local people 
now have a chance to look again at 
the scheme and make their com¬ 
ments on the proposals which will 
then go on to be discussed by coun¬ 
cillors, before being amended, or 
agreed. 

Meanwhile - more houses and 
fewer apartments are being pro¬ 
posed for the next stage of Dorch¬ 
ester’s Brewery Square 
development. 

The original plan for 209 apart¬ 
ments has been reduced to 98 and 
the number of houses has risen from 
21 to 54. 

Those behind the scheme say the 
mix has been altered as a result of 
the response to marketing the initial 
phase. 


THE Friends of Dorset 
County Hospital are donat¬ 
ing more than £50,000 to 
improve care for dementia 
patients. 

The money comes from a 
legacy and will be used for 
equipment and improve¬ 
ments to Barnes Ward. 

During the past 12 
months the elderly care 
ward has already done 
much to improve the sup¬ 
port offered to patients suf¬ 
fering with dementia. 
Their day room has been 
refurbished to look like a 
lounge and dining room 
from the 1950s, complete 
with vintage furniture and 
fittings and authentic 
household appliances such 
as a television and radio. 

The money from the 
Friends will be used to re¬ 
move the central nurses’ 
station to create a seating 
area for patients, create 
clearer signs and colour 
coded walls, railings and 
doors to guide patients 
around the ward and add to 
the day room. Portable 
touch and sensory equip¬ 
ment will also be pur¬ 
chased to help patients 
who are bed bound. 

Healthcare Assistant 
Samantha Watt, who runs 


the Memory Lane Room, 
said she and her colleagues 
were extremely grateful 
for the Friends’ funding. 

She said “These im¬ 
provements will make 
such a huge difference to 
patients. 

“The nurses’ station can 
be intimidating and con¬ 
fusing for patients so re¬ 
moving that will make a 
big impact and we are 
going to make it much eas¬ 
ier for patients to identify 
the different areas of the 
ward. We’ll also be able to 
refresh the Memory Lane 
room which is fantastic. 
We can’t thank the Friends 
enough.” 

Friends Chairman John 
Weir said they were de¬ 
lighted to be able to fund 
the improvements: “We do 
feel that dementia is an un¬ 
derfunded area generally 
and there’s a growing 
need. 

“The Barnes Ward team 
have already done a great 
deal for patients and we 
are really pleased to help 
them further improve the 
care and support for eld¬ 
erly people coming into 
hospital.”

Training scheme begins 
for family charity helpers 


A DORCHESTER-based charity 
which helps support parents in their 
homes is about to start a training 
course for new volunteers. 

The volunteers work alongside 
families with young children in the 
Dorchester, Weymouth and Portland 
areas, making weekly visits to help 
those who have children, or at least 
one child, under the age of five. 

Their role is to provide friendship, 
advice and practical support as well 
as a “listening ear”. 

Home-Start West Dorset has re¬ 
cruited new volunteers who are par¬ 
ents or have parenting experience 
and are able to offer between two and 
three hours a week to support a fam¬ 
ily in need. 


“Our Volunteer Preparation Course 
is the route into becoming a home- 
visiting volunteer with Home-Start 
West Dorset and will provide you 
with the foundation of knowledge re¬ 
quired for this role. 

“The course provides a challenging 
and holistic view on the role of a vol¬ 
unteer and the varied support we pro¬ 
vide to our families. It is a 
recognised course and you have the 
option of obtaining accreditation to 
Level 1 or Level 2 while completing 
the course by submitting work along¬ 
side your classroom based learning,” 
said a spokesperson for the service. 

The course, which starts at Pound- 
bury on Wednesday, October 2nd, in¬ 
volves 40 hours of training delivered 


over 10 weeks. 

Earlier this year 12 new volunteers 
were trained and between April and 
the end of July nine families were 
matched with volunteers. 

Over the past year 66 fa mi lies have 
been supported with a total of 167 
children benefiting. 

The charity is also looking for help 
in other ways - including fundraisers 
who can organise activities with help 
and support from the Home-Start 
staff.

Become a minibus driver volunteer 


FREE minibus driver training is being offered for those 
who will later be able to spare some time for Dorset com¬ 
munity groups. 

A couple of places are available on day courses starting 
on either October 2nd or the 9th in Blandford, run by 
Dorset Community Transport. 

The training is being offered as part of the POPP pro¬ 
gramme to improve access to transport within rural 
Dorset by developing Neighbour Car schemes across the 
county, a minibus directory and a register of volunteer 
drivers. 

The MiDAS qualified Minibus Driver Training takes 
place on both days between 9.30am and 2.30pm and will 
include driver licensing, driving for safety and economy, 
walk-round checks, reversing and manoeuvring, minibus 
law, fitness to drive, breakdowns, collisions and emer¬ 


gency evacuation. 

“If you undertake the training we will ask that you agree 
to be included in a ‘Volunteer Driver Directory’ and you 
might then be approached by groups to drive a minibus 
for them at some point in the future, on a ‘one-off’ basis,” 
said Sue Warr from Dorset POPP. 

The theory part of the course lasts up to five hours and 
the driving assessment two hours, with the theory on one 
day and the assessment on a separate day. 

Those taking he course will have to sit a multiple choice 
test on the theory assessment with a required 80 per cent 
pass mark and an individual driving assessment. 

Successful drivers are awarded the Standard Midas cer¬ 
tificate, which is valid for four years. 

All drivers are provided with a MiDAS Handbook.

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Water repair works will cause coast road disruption

COMMUTERS will face 
serious disruption when 
work is carried out to re¬ 
place an Abbotsbury 
water main which has 
burst twenty-two times in 
the last 17 years. 

The Wessex Water proj¬ 
ect is due to start on Jan¬ 
uary 6th, 2014, and could 
last 12 weeks, although 
the company hopes to fin¬ 
ish before that. 

Two teams of engineers 
will start in the centre of 
the village at the junction 
of Market Street and 
Rodden Row with one 
team working east to¬ 
wards Weymouth and the 
other west towards Brid- 
port. 

WW design engineer 
Alan Marler said the age¬ 
ing water main lies be¬ 


neath the B3157 in West 
Street, Market Street and 
Rodden Row, narrow 
road which must be 
closed for safety reasons 
during work. 

He added: “We realise 
that this is going to be ex¬ 
tremely disruptive, so we 
will be working as fast as 
possible using an innova¬ 
tive technique known as 
‘pipe bursting’. 

“This takes a new sec¬ 
tion of pipe and inserts it 
within the old main 
which is broken off and 
removed by machinery as 
the new main is laid. This 
technique uses a series of 
pits along the road and is 


twice as fast as trench 
digging.” 

But even this cutting 
edge approach means Ab¬ 
botsbury will have no 
through traffic during this 
period because the road 
between Glebe Close and 
West Street will still need 
to be closed in both direc¬ 
tions during work. 

Extensive talks between 
WW and Dorset County 
Council have seen the au¬ 
thority’s highways de¬ 
partment recommend 
using a diversion route 
which will take through 
traffic from Weymouth 
north to the Dorchester

BID'S big plans for town 


FREE town centre wireless broadband, a pilot “pay on 
exit” car parking scheme, free training for businesses and 
help with the Christmas lights are among the aims for 
Dorchester’s BID team this year. 

A well-attended annual meeting at the Dorford Centre 
heard that the “yes” vote for the Business Improvement 
District to continue for another five years meant that proj¬ 
ects to make the town more attractive for business could 
continue with certainty. 

The BID will also carry on with plans to market the 
town and has already made improvements to its website 
- including a new section where businesses for vacancies 
can advertise those jobs. 

Director Phil Gordon said schemes which would be 
looked at this year included working with the Dorset 
Waste Partnership on the cardboard and paper recycling 
project with the likelihood of a further subsidy for BID 
levy payers. 

Also to be looked at will be identifying ways in which 
co-operative purchasing of utilities, and later other serv¬ 
ices, can be achieved to make savings on levy payers 
bills. 

Among the training already being planned is a Twitter 
for business-users masterclass and an emergency first aid 
course. Other courses are likely to be arranged depending 
on the wishes of members. 

Other plans included a second edition of the Dorchester 
BID town map promoting all areas of the town and listing 
all BID levy payers and early next year a new edition of 
the shopper’s guide. 

Talks will also be held to extend the car parking 


voucher scheme with discussions about increasing the 
subsidy to participating shops from the current 40 per 
cent to 50 per cent. 

“This is a popular scheme for local shoppers but also 
gives the opportunity for visitors to Dorchester to effec¬ 
tively park all day long for nothing as long as they keep 
spending money in your shop!” Mr Gordon told mem¬ 
bers. 

Also likely to continue is a subsidy for the town’s 
Christmas lights, the Ambassadors scheme at busy times 
of the year and promoting live street entertainment over 
the summer period. 

Money will also be spent again in the coming year, 
working with the town council, to refurbish public seating 
throughout the town centre and, if possible, to increase 
the number of cycle racks. 

Annual hanging basket funding is also set to continue 
with the BID taking a look at other ways to expand the 
colour and greenery around the town.

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Special'Swordfish'fly-past for birthday girl Maureen

A CHARMINSTER woman has cel¬ 
ebrated her 90th birthday with her 
own fly-past from an historic air¬ 
craft she used to work on during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

Her grandson, Harry Thomas from 
Walditch near Bridport, an RAF reservist, 
arranged the treat for Maureen Ascott, 
after telling the Fairey Swordfish pilot 
how she had worked on the aircraft as a 
Wren radio engineer. 

“I wondered what was going on - they 
persuaded us to arrive early at the village 
hall. When we got there everyone was 
stood about outside, I thought we had been 
locked out; they were all looking up and 
then someone said ‘there it is’.. .it brought 
tears to my eyes and half the other people 
there,” said Maureen. 

The pilot circled three times and on the 
final run came in low and waggled his 
wings in salute. 

“It was also almost 70 years to the day 
since I took my first flight in one,” said 
Maureen. 

The Swordfish was her favourite aircraft 
which she had flown in dozens of times 
from a base in Scotland while testing radio 
equipment. 

The Swordfish, a bi-plane carrying a tor¬ 
pedo, had been in use since the 1930s. It 
was affectionately known as the Stringbag 
because of its delicate construction. 

The appearance of the only flying 
Swordfish at Charminster was the first 
time that Maureen has seen one in the air 
since the 50th anniversary of VE Day. 

“I used to love flying, some people were 
scared of it, but I loved the take-off and the 


landing and being up there being able to 
look around, it was fantastic,” said Mau¬ 
reen who now lives at Charminster with 
husband, Reg. 

The plane had been involved in a Battle 


of Britain Memorial Flight in 
Bournemouth and diverted to Charminster 
on the way back. 

“The pilots who flew them in the Second 
World War were the unsung heroes. Can 


you imagine diving down on a battleship 
with all its guns blazing at you.” 

Mrs Ascott’s job as a radio mechanic in¬ 
volved checking that the radio equipment 
in the planes worked when they were on 


the ground, but she also had to fly to check 
them in the air. In those early days the 
communication was by morse code. 

After working in Scotland she was trans¬ 
ferred to Yeovilton where her work in¬ 
cluded training the fighter direction 
officers and helping put together training 
rooms which would mimic the conditions 
of control rooms onboard frigates. 

Maureen looks back on her days as a 
Wren as among the happiest of her life and 
has many stories to tell including how she 
met actor Kenneth Moore while both were 
stationed at Yeovilton. 

He had arranged for her to have a lift 
back on the officer’s transport after she 
had been working late and was upset be¬ 
cause a plane she had been waiting for had 
crashed, killing those onboard. 

“Every time he saw me after that he would 
come and have a chat - he was such a gen¬ 
tleman,” said Maureen.

Fire service warns of gas dangers 


DORSET Fire and Rescue Service has supported 
Gas Safety Week - with the message that danger¬ 
ous gas work can kill. 

The service say that badly fitted and poorly serv¬ 
iced gas appliances cause gas leaks, fires, explo¬ 
sions and carbon monoxide poisoning. 

In the last year, 333 people were injured and four 
people died as a result of gas related incidents. 

Kate Huelin, Prevention Manager at Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service said:"We would particularly like 
to remind Dorset residents about the dangers of 
Carbon Monoxide. 

"It is an extremely poisonous gas, which does kill. 
Fitting an approved CO alarm in your home will 
give you an early warning that Carbon Monoxide 
is present. It should be tested regularly, and if it ac¬ 
tivates you should evacuate immediately." 

She added: "The most common symptoms of CO 
poisoning include headaches, dizziness, tiredness 
and nausea. These symptoms are often mistaken 


for flu, viruses of even food poisoning." 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service has some simple 
messages for preventing CO poisoning in your 
home: 

• Make sure appliances are installed and main¬ 
tained by a professional 

• Keep chimney flues free from blockages 

• Ensure your home has enough ventilation and 
airbricks are not blocked. 

• Fit and regularly test a Carbon Monoxide alarm 
approved to BS EN 50291 

• If your alarm activates, or you suspect there is 
Carbon Monoxide in the air, evacuate everyone 
outside to fresh air. 

• Go to your doctor or in an emergency call for 
an ambulance.

New Woodworking Course at the Boat Building Academy in Lyme Regis 


THE Boat Building Academy hopes that their new 
12 week course, 'Woodworking Skills incorporating 
Furniture Design and Making', will cause as big a 
splash as their flagship boat building course. Prin¬ 
cipal Yvonne Green says 'We are all very excited by

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'Places of safety'needed 


Fire service advice and 
news at your fingertips 


DORSET’S Police and Crime Commissioner has called 
for more support to help keep people with mental health 
problems out of police cells. 

It is estimated that police officers across the county 
spend one in five of their working hours dealing with peo¬ 
ple who suffer from mental illness. Many end up in police 
cells for their own safety because there is few other places 
for them to go. 

Martyn Underhill says the time officers spend dealing 
with people who need treatment, rather than arrest is time 
they are not on patrol, being visible and reassuring the 
public. 

He has called on the Home Secretary to make changes 
to the law so that fewer people are detained by the police 
under the Mental Health Act, Section 136. 

He said that a BBC Panorama documentary highlighted 
just how common it was for people to be taken into police 
custody for their own safety because the National Health 
Service is unable to cope in assessing or housing people 
in crisis. 

“I will never accept that a police cell is a suitable place 
for a person in crisis. 

“In Dorset and across the country, the NHS needs to pro¬ 
vide enough suitable ‘places of safety’ in every area,” said 
Mr Underhill. 

He has also endorsed the plan to test the policy of having 
mental health professionals out on the beat with police of¬ 
ficers. 

“It is important for us to build a closer relationship be¬ 
tween the NHS and the Police, which I will continue to 
lobby for in the weeks and months ahead,” he said. 

Mr Underhill says the county force is already doing well 
with people who have mental health issues and also com¬ 
mit crime - as opposed to those who are detained for their 
own, or others, safety. 

“Dorset is ahead of the game in relation to this. We have 
mental health professionals working in our cellblocks to 
help support and assess those who are brought into cus¬ 
tody.” 

The Police and Crime Commissioner says that it is now 
widely accepted that more training is needed for the police 
on identifying mental health issues; that there should be 
more assessment of individuals on the street, often as a 
joint police/health team and that there should be an in¬ 
creased role for the NHS with more facilities and funding. 


DORSET Fire and Rescue Service have launched a 
brand new website today, which focuses on making 
Dorset’s communities safer from fire. 

The new site has been designed so that users can eas¬ 
ily access the information they need, when they need 
it - whether it’s a local business needing fire safety 
advice, or a member of the public interested in what’s 
happening at their local fire station. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service want to help make 
the communities of Dorset safer and the site focuses 
on just that. 

There is a new postcode search facility which means 
in one place communities can find information about 
the team on their local fire station, what events and 
initiatives the staff are involved in, latest incidents the 
crews are attending and performance information for 
each station. 

On top of this, users can contribute to the safety of 
their community through safety advice and recruit¬ 
ment opportunities. 

Vikki Shearing, Head of Information Management 
said: “We wanted to provide our communities with a 
site that met their needs and makes them safer - we 
know that our users want information about incidents 


we attend, what’s going on in their area, what jobs are 
available and how to keep safe. 

“Increasingly, they want to do this through mobile 
devices and social media. 

“By working with a Bournemouth based company, 
Thinking Juice, we have developed a site that re¬ 
sponds to these needs and the end result is something 
we are really proud of. “Please let us know what you 
think of the new site so that we can continue to make 
improvements.” 

The new site will see the launch of an “e-recruit- 
ment” system which means that potential recruits can 
now search for vacancies, receive alerts and apply for 
jobs with the fire service online. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue are making the most of new 
technologies available to them, with links to thier so¬ 
cial media channels, the site is mobile friendly and 
there are video and blogs to help promote and get 
Dorset residents involved in the work they do. 

There is a dedicated area for children as well as re¬ 
sources for teachers and community group leaders to 
help educate and inform.

Philip Clouts Quartet to play 

THE Philip Clouts Quartet bring their uplifting 
mix of jazz, funk and world music to Bridport Arts 
Centre on Friday, October 4th.. 

Following on from the success of their previous 
release'Sennen Cove'the band will be playing se¬ 
lections from the new CD The Hour of Pearl' 

Composer/pianist Philip Clouts'career has in¬ 
cluded playing at Ronnie Scotts, Symphony Hall, 
and Glastonbury and Womad festivals. Clouts is 
steeped both in the music of his native South 
Africa and in a diverse range of world music 
which he has explored to critical acclaim with his 
larger outfit ZubopGambia (featuring BBC World 
Music award winner Juldeh Camara) and which 
continue to inspire his compositions. 

The quartet features saxophonist Carlos Lopez- 
Real from the London F-IRE Collective whom 
Dave Liebman says 'plays with a sound that 
comes from his soul.'Drummer Jon Desbruslais is 
a recent addition to the quartet who brings a 
fresh vitality due to his vast experience of playing 
Latin music in such bands as Viva La Revolucion! 
and Son de Cuba. Completing the rhythm sec¬ 
tion on double bass is Alex Keen who works on 
the London scene with Tim Whitehead and Jim 
Mullen. 

The new CD The Hour of Pearl takes its title 
from a poetic extract from Cannery Row, a novel 
by the American author John Steinbeck:"a time 
of great peace, a deserted time, a little era of 
rest...the interval between day and night when 
time stops and examines itself." 

Philip explains how he came upon the title: "I 
wrote the title track on a very wintry morning, 
and originally had the idea of a title involving the 
snowfall that I could see out of my window. Then 


I realised it was the quality of the early morning 
light that had really inspired the piece. When I 
read the passage in Steinbeck's book, which in¬ 
cidentally is much lighter and more humorous 
than one might expect compared to his other 
works, it really seemed to sum up what I had 
been experiencing when I wrote the title track; 
other pieces on the album have an equally 
strong sense of times of day or night, like 'As 
Evening Falls'and 'Nyasa Lullaby', so Steinbeck's 
explorations touched on this for me as well. And 
I found other themes in the book resonated with 
the sense of'home'with which I approached the 
gospel feeling of the track'On West Hill"' 

The music ranges from lilting calypso to driving 
Latin American grooves, hypnotic swirling 
melodies, klezmer, township rhythms and 
gospel.

Geology Lecture at 
Dorset County Museum 

In Wallace's Footsteps by Robert Hall, Royal Holloway University of London 


ALFRED Russel Wallace 
was arguably the great¬ 
est tropical naturalist of 
the 19th century and a 
co-founder (with 
Charles Darwin) of the 
Theory of Evolution by 
Natural Selection. He 
was not a geologist but 
he certainly appreciated 
the role of geology in 
influencing the distribu¬ 
tions of animals and 
plants. He was the first 
to recognise the divi¬ 
sion which today bears 
his name, the Wallace 
Line, which separates Australian and Asian faunas. 

This area is the collision zone between Australia 
and SE Asia and has seen the most significant 
changes in the distribution of land and sea in the 
last few million years. 45 million years ago Australia 
began to move rapidly north. About 20 million years 
later it finally collided with Indonesia and the colli¬ 
sion continues today leading to the creation of a fas¬ 


cinating landscape of 
high mountains and 
deep basins 
Wallace travelled ex¬ 
tensively in the Malay 
Archipelago with local 
guides using small 
boats. Despite the im¬ 
pact of the modern 
world many parts of the 
region are still much as 
Wallace saw them in the 
19th century. In his lec¬ 
ture Robert Hall will il¬ 
lustrate some of the 
places Wallace visited, 
outline the history of 
this geologically dynamic region, and offer some 
suggestions as to why it may act as a major control 
of the global climate and contain the most diverse 
biota on Earth.

The thatched Blue Anchor brew- 
pub in Helston, Cornwall, is one of 
the country's oldest, once a 
monk's rest house and producing 
its own distinctive beers since the 
15th. century.

Fernandes says that the same passion to succeed, 
and learn from within, is being applied to building 
the Caterham Cars brand. 

"The Joint Venture with Renault to produce an all- 
new sportscar for both the Alpine and Caterham 
brands demonstrates our clear intent on doing this 
right, doing it sensibly, but above all, doing it the 
Caterham way," he added. 

"And because we're a flat company, we're a quicker 
company. When we say we're going 
to do things internally, we do 
them. We don't procrasti¬ 
nate and lose momen¬ 
tum through legions of 
middle-management 
decision makers, we 
just do it. 

"Add the culture of our 
FI team in terms of nim¬ 


bleness and the discipline to deliver in detail against 
a ticking clock and we have something very special 
within Caterham." 

At this stage, Fernandes is unwilling to be drawn 
on the number of cars Caterham is aiming to sell, ex¬ 
plaining: "We're focused on developing the right 
products; with the right retail experience, in the right 
markets, at the right time. The sales will then come." 

The arrival of the AeroSeven Concept brings the 
number of new models brought to market by Cater¬ 
ham since the turn of the year to four. 

After years of underinvestment to its heritage 
product, the Seven, Caterham launched the 485 to 
satisfy pent up demand for a higher performance 
variant across Europe, a new flagship 620R to once 
again remind every supercar brand that there is 
nothing to equal the sensation of driving a Seven, 
and finally, for the Global market, the entry-level, 
Suzuki powered 165.

The cars acceler¬ 
ate from zero to 100 km/h (62 mph) in 3.5 and 3.2 
seconds respectively, reaching a top speed of up 
to 197 mph. And all this while achieving fuel con¬ 
sumption figures not typically associated with 
such high performance: both new models return 
28.5 mpg on the New European Driving Cycle 
(NEDC), with C02 emissions of 231 g/km. When 
compared against their respective predecessors, 
the new cars deliver 30 hp more power and are 0.2 
seconds faster in terms of 0 to 62 mph accelera¬ 
tion. They are also up to 15% more efficient. 

Active rear-axle steering and active aerody¬ 
namics for even greater dynamism on the 


road 

The driving dynamics offered by the two new 
top-of-the-range Cabriolet models is something 
that cannot be expressed in simple figures. Boast¬ 
ing PDK dual-clutch transmission as standard and 
the new PTM all-wheel drive, as well as featuring 
rear-axle steering and active aerodynamics, the 
open-top 911 Turbo models are now also estab¬ 
lishing leading Porsche technology in the open- 
top super sports car segment. While the rear-axle 
steering has an immensely beneficial impact on 
handling for the two new models - both on the 
racetrack and during everyday use - the active 
aerodynamics can be tuned to offer optimum effi¬ 


ciency or driving dynamics at the touch of a but¬ 
ton, depending on the driver's wishes. 

More than ever before, both of these new top- 
of-the-range models also make a clear visual state¬

with its lightweight magnesium frame. This inno¬ 
vative technology enables the Coupe-like arch to 
the roof to be achieved when the top is closed. 
This arch, which also offers advantages in terms of 
aerodynamics, is not possible using conventional 
construction techniques. As with predecessor 
models, the roof opens and closes in around 13 
seconds, at speeds of up to 50 km/h (34 mph).

The interior of the new Cabriolet models follows 
that of the 911 Turbo Coupe. The S-model boasts 
a particularly extensive range of furnishings, with 
features including an exclusive interior in 
Black/Carrera Red and adaptive Sport Seat Plus 
seats with 18-way adjustment and memory. In ad¬ 
dition, the seat backrests are leather-trimmed with 
double cap seams, and various elements sport a 
carbon look. As with the predecessor models, the 
Bose sound system is fitted as standard - and, for 
the first time, a Burmester system is also available 
on request. What's more, the radar-controlled 
adaptive Cruise Control system, camera-based 
road sign and speed limit recognition function and 
reversing camera are also available as options. 

Fitted to every 911 is a Porsche Vehicle Tracking 
System (VTS), a sophisticated vehicle security 
package approved toThatcham Category 5 stan¬ 
dard, and customers are also able to explore the 
potential of their new car by participating in a 
complimentary course at the Porsche Experience 
Centre, Silverstone.

Speedy Lee smashes his own Manor Hill record 


MIKE Lee set the Manor Farm hill 
record at the inaugural meeting two 
years ago, and returned to the Char- 
mouth course this weekend for the 
two View From sponsored events to 
claim two wins and set a new course 
record in his OMS 2000M racing car. 

Lee was in a class of his own in the 
Woolbridge Motor Club events, the 
Suzuki powered OMS providing the 
perfect balance of speed and agility 
for previous British Leaders Champion 
to showcase his skills, taking the pres¬ 
tigious Fastest Time of the Day award 
in both events. 

In the Saturday meeting it was 2012 
victor Dave Sims who mounted the 
fastest challenge recording a 27.09 in 
his two-litre Ralt RT33/34. 

The following day it was another 
Ralt, this time the older RT3 version of 
John Burton that ran the overall victor 
closest. Burton, like Sims, was contest¬ 


ing the 1600-2000cc Racing car class 
and again like Sims took class honours 
with a best climb of 26.62 seconds. 

It was only during the Sunday meet¬ 
ing that Lee found the pace to break 
the outright hill record and set a new 
benchmark of 25.13, eclipsing his pre¬ 
vious record by half a second. 

The on-track action was intense 
throughout the two meetings with 
new class records being set on twenty 
five occasions. 

Charminster driver Rod Thorne was 
amongst those re-writing the record 
book. 

Flaving taken the season off, the 
garage proprietor made the View 
From events his first drive of the year 
with the mighty five-litre V8 Rover 
powered Pilbeam MP43 sports racer. 

It did not take long for him to return 
to form with a new over 1800cc Sports 
Libre record on his first official climb 


on Saturday with a time of 27.62 sec¬ 
onds. 

An off-course excursion on his sec¬ 
ond run prevented any further im¬ 
provement but his class win was 
secure as Andrew Forsyth, who was 
guest driver for the weekend, became 
accustomed to his steed. 

The following day saw Forsyth pick¬ 
ing up the pace when he took an early 
lead, in addition to a record, with a 
27.30 second ascent. 

The car's owner was not to be de¬ 
nied however and retaliated with a 
time of 26.90 seconds to take the win 
and another new record.
